The 
matter is now absorbing the attention of the 
foreign office, where there was apparently a 
disinclination to touch the subject. The Rus- 
sians are also disturbed at the reported action 
of England in manning Japanese warships.

Such a 
step would be justified on many grounds if 
we are forced to it. So clear is the point that 
it could give rise to no rupture with the 
United States, the more so as America has 
no desire to. engage in any actively hostile 
politics, having before her full knowledge 
that if anything in the shape of a Japanese- 
American combination were effected Russia 
would not stand isolated, but have France 
on her side. Japan would protest, but that 
does not alter the present situation, as after 
the rupture, Which has so far been avoided, 
matters would not undergo any great change 
as regards the trading rights of America. 
The question could be arranged without 
straining Russo-American relations. It is 
well known the American policy is distin- 
guished above all by its practicalness, and 
where trade interests are concerned it is al- 
ways possible to arrange some compromise 
with her.” j 


London Comment Significant. 
LONDON, Jan. 14.—All the morning pa- 
pers have editortals which attach great Im- 
portance to the ratification of the commer- 
cial treaties between the United States and 


‘China and between Japan and China. The 


consensus of opinion is that the ratification 
of the treaties implies an act of sovereignty 
by China equivalent to a declaration that 
Russia's occupation of Manchuria is only 
temporary and for specific purposes. 
The pro-Japanese Morning Post says: 
That is precisely the point for which Japan 
has been contending and which: Russia de- 
clined to discuss with her, Japan is now in 
the advantageous position of championing a. 
cause which is also that of the United States.“ 
The Daily Telegraph says that Japan is 
naturally proud of being in a measure the 
champion of western rights in the far east. 
The Daily News thinks that China has 
displayed ominous courage in her recent 
diplomacy which will make for peace owing 
to the tremendous hazards which war under 
the present circumstances would involve.” 
Treaties Formally Ratified. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—Secretary 
Hay and the Chinese minister today ex- 
changed ratifications.of the American-Chi- 
nese commercial treaty, which provides for 
opening the ports of Mukden and Antung 


in Manchuria to the commerce of the world., 


The president later signed a proclamation 
putting into effect the treaty. It is regarded 
at the state department as important that 
such rights as the United States has ac- 
quired in Manchuria should be established 
and asserted in advance of any possible war 
in the far east. 

The treaty, which is the result of over a 
year’s negotiation, while chiefly relating to 
commerce and navigation, also defines the 
rights and privileges of the diplomatic and 
consular officers and of American citizens, 
especially missionaries. The treaty also 
insures protection for trademarks, copy- 
rights, and patents. | 

To Appoint the Consuls. — 

It remains only to proclaim the treaty and 
appoint the necessary consuls at Mukden 
and Antung. The president has selected 
these consuls from men of experience al- 
ready in the consular service and conse- 


Indians Won Over by Colombians to 
Oppose United States. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special.]— 
The navy department today posted a cable 
message from Rear Admiral Coghlan which 
shows a great deal é6f activity on the part of 
the Colombians, and indicates that they have 
won over many Indians along the borders of 
Panama. 

While the message tells of much activity 
in the way of preparation, no disorder is re- 
ported. 

The dispatch as translated by the navy de- 
partment says: 

“A report from Cartagena states the 
cruiser Cartagena is now about to transport 
troops to the Gulf of Darien. 

Troops are arriving at Barranquilla quite 
rapidly. Four thousand men are now there. 
The Castine, from Caledonia harbor, re- 


| ports Indians unfriendly. The chief at Sa- 


sardi now wears the uniform of colonel of 
the Colombian force. 

A large number of canoes are at Sasardi 
and Mosquito village. No large landing of 
Colombian force yet made on the coast, 
merely “parties of two and three in canoes. 
TYaders in that vicinity say the Indians are 
unfriendly to all strangers, allowing none to 
sleep ashore, 


No Colombians in Panama. 

„No Colombian forces were seen at any 
time or place in Panama territory. No trail 
or stream which can be entered from the sea 
was found. Everything is about the same 
as when the Atlanta’ visited there the first 
time, except the chief having his uniform. 
No American vessels have ever been able 
to buy stores from the Indians, even before 
the Colombian forces went to Titumati. 

„The Bancroft starts for the northeast 
coast Tuesday morning. The Castine and 
Mayflower follow when coaled. 

“The Topeka is just in from Boca] del 
Toro with a report from the Nashville that 
everything is quiet and there is no excite- 
ment. The Nashville will remain there. 
When the Stewart is repaired I propose to 
send her there also, The Mayflower has re- 
turned. It found the Manningo bay Indians 
unfriendly. They objected strongly to ex- 
ploration in their territory. 


Word from Friendly Indians. 
From Concepcion bay south to Mosquito 
village the Indians are friendly, and say that 
they will not. permit Colombian forces or 
Indians to pass them. The Indians said the 
Colombian force expected to get all the 
canoes and, with schooners and steam 
launches, take a large force to Mandingo 
bay.” 4 

The navy department adds the following: 

“ The movements of the Bancroft, Castine, 
and Mayflower are in consequence of direc- 
tions sent by the department some days since 
to use every possible effort for the pacifica- 
tion of the Indian tribes, and to prevent, as 
far as possible, the restlessness and uneasi- 
ness that might follow from the presence of 
strangers in their territory.”

The constitution of the society says it 
“aims to unite Catholic women, particu- 
larly those in a position of culture and in- 
fluence, discountenancing the usages and 
customs that are the evident cause of the 
epread of the moral evil in society, and pro- 
fessing a higher spiritual standard.“ This 
is to be done by means of united action 
and personal influence, the use of the public 
press, meetings, retreats, and conferences.“ 


Restrictions on Society. 
The manual prepared by Miss Elizabeth 
Lummis fells in detail what restrictions the 
society shall try to enforce. This has been 
approved by Cardinal Gibbons, Mgr. Fal- 
conio, the apostolic delegate, and Archbishop 
Farley. 

When the soclety was being formed several 
of its members insisted a “ sanctity of the 
marriage tle clause in the constitution 
should be made the chief aim of the society, 
and offered rigid rules to that end for consid- 
eration. 

One of these was that,. No member of the 
Filia Fidei shall recognize socially, or in 
any other way, any divorcée. She shall not 
accept invitations from such, nor extend her 
hospitality to those having violated, accord- 
ing to the dogma of our church, the marriage 
tie.“ Miss Annie Leary, Mrs. Nielson, the 
mother of Mrs. Hollis Hunnewell, and several 
others, objected to this clause, and withdrew 
their names from the list. 


Those in Movement. 


| Among the organizers of the society are: 
Miss Josephine Drexel, Mrs. Van Brugh Liv- 
ingston, Mrs. Thomas Welsh, Mrs. Hugo de 
Fritsch, Mrs, Edward Townsend, Mrs. De- 
jJancy Kane, Mrs. Lewis Quintin Jones, Mrs.

The income from this 
source is to be devoted to resuming and 
continuing the publication of ‘‘ Descriptive 
Soclology during “such a period as is 
needed for the fulfilling of my express 
wishes, but not exceeding the lifetime of all 
descendants of Queen Victoria, who may be 
living at my decease, and of the survivors or 
survivor of them for twenty-one years after 
the death of such survivors.

In the cau last evening the first thing 
done was to read the existing building ordi- 
nance and compare it with the one recom- 
mended by the special committee.

Insists on Open Spaces Adjacent, 

So far matters had gone along well enough, 
until provisions as to the number of open 
spaces on which a theater must front came 
up. and here Ald.

any public interest, and a continuation of 
your possession may work great damage to 
us. 


Insists on Protecting Evidence. 

The preliminary result of this curt demand 
Was to bring forth an answer from Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes, acting for Mr. 
‘Traeger, after a conference with Corporation 
Counsel Tolman. The answer was:

From the report I received I thought it was 
proper to advise the city council that the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance would close every theater 
in Chicago, and that is what I advised against— 
every theater in the city. It was a large under-

I ssuing Order to Close. 

Q.—Was it on the recommendation of the com- 
missioner of buildings that the theaters were 
closed after the Iroquois fire? 

Arne theaters were closed after the Iroquois 
fire, after a confer with the commissioner of 
buildings, because on investigation I learned that 
the Novak order staid the enforcement of the 
building ordinance only in regard to two partic- 
ulars. On Jan. 1, I think it was, I looked over 
the files; the, city hall was closed, but I came 
down here. I went first to the Iroquois theater, 
met Mr. Williams, and asked him to meet me at 
my office, and aftet reaching my office I looked 
over the files of the council proceedings and found 
that this order of Ald. Novak was not what I 
remembered it to de. Thereupon I took the mat- 
ter up with the commissioner of buildings, and 
on that date we closed all of the theaters—notified 
all of the theaters to close—all that were not pro- 
vided with asbestos curtains. We didn’t close 
all that day on account of the lack of help in 
the hall to get out the legal notices. Mr, Stan- 
hope, the deputy building commissioner, was 
obliged to write out all these notices, nineteen of 
them, that night, in longhand. 

Q:.—Did the commissioner of buildings ever state 
to you that it was impossible for him to transact 
the business in his department because of the lack 
of help? 

A\—Well, not that it was impossible to transact 
it, but it was impracticable to look after all the 
duties of the office with the help he had. Not 
only Mr, Wiliams but his predecessors made 
practically the same statement.

| More Help Impossible. 

\—Ie there any way whereby Mr. Williams 
could have procured more help under the eireum- 
stances? 
A.—No way on earth. The city of Chicago can 
only spend money that it has; can only spend the 
money that it receives from taxation and miscel- 
laneous sources, saloon licenses and things of 
that kind. We can spend so much money and no 
more, and that money has to be divided up among 
all the branches of the city government. The 
building commissioner’s office, while it is a money 
earning office, and in that way you might say is 
entitled to more cpnsideration than the average 
department, is hampered like the fire department 
and the police department and every department of 
the city. There has not been a year since I have

A.-—I would not say that. I think, however, the 
police power of the city is sufficient to warrant 
the city council in passing stringent regulations 
on all places of amusement. However, if the 
council were to pass an ordinance, for instance, 
at its meeting tomorrow night, when it should 
take up this question and pass an ordinance that 
would close one of the old established theaters, 
I think you would find the manager of that the- 
ater in the courts contesting the action of the 
city council.

He said that he was employed at the Iro- 
quote for three and a half days after the 
touse opened.

James Hamilton, the stage hand, said that 
when the fireman reached the fire with the 
chemical tubes, the blaze was so small that 
a dash of.water would have quenched it.

The captain of the Cornishman saye that 
during a heavy gale on Jan. 3 the Noordland 
was sighted, hove to, and displaying two red 
lights. The Noordland signaled the Cornish- 
man that the machinery was disabled and 
the vessel was unmanageable. 

The gale was extremely severe just at that 
time, and the captain of the Cornishman says 
he lost sight of the Noordland during the 
storm, but judged that the ship was weather- 
ing the gale in safety, and it was his impres- 
sion that the disabled boat had succeeded in 
making the temporary repairs necessary to 
permit its continuing on its journey.’ 

Several vessels arriving within the last few 
days report unusually severe weather, but 
none of them has sighted the Noordland. 

The Noordland sailed from Liverpool on 
Dec. 80 and as a rule makes the voyage in 
eleven days, but with the unfavorable weath- 
er might easily be two days late without 
being in serious danger.

even for two weeks. A fantastic variety 
that the gardeners have evolved has the 
long stiff petals all crinkled, wilted, and 
drooping, like a pompon made of willow 
ploom ”’ ostrich feathers. The cold slaw ’”’ 
flower, a base, material minaed fellow coun- 
tryman of mine called it. 
* 

There are most beautiful tsubaki hedges 
in this traseda garden that are now burst- 
ing into blossom, and the loveliest of all late 
and winter flowering trees now charms one 
with its forgotten beauty. This single 
camellia is found wild in all central and 
southern Japan, and is most usually a great 
red rose as large as a dogwood blossom. In 
places it grows as a tree thirty feet in height, 
in other places it covers mountain sides with 
dense undergrowth, and on Oshima, the 
island with a smoking volcanic crater at the 
entrance of Yetido bay, there are intermina- 
ble thickets of the crimson tsubaki. 

It is the common hedge along country 
roads, and the seeds yield the oil with which 
Japanese women dress their shining black 
hair. 


The florists know twenty varieties of the 
tsubaki, and by cultivation they have ob- 
tained every rose tint, from crimson to 
white, nothing, perhaps, more beautiful in 
any flower of such order as the tsubaki, 
whose petals are tinged towards the edge 
with deep pink and glow with great splashes 
of rose color. 

Why, Father Kamel, the old Jesuit, should 
have first taken the double camellia to Eu- 
rope, or why all Europe should have cared 
for that stiff, artificial, waxlike blossom, I 
cannot make out—any more than why peo- 
ple will call it the camée-Ha, or why it should 
be known as the Japonica instead of a half 
2 flowers more popular and more beau- 

The Japanese do not esteem the double 
camellia. They have no models for it in their 
handbooks of the art of floral arrangement. 
It is too stiff, too soulless for them, and the 
dreadful way the buds and blossoms have 
of falling off their stems close to the calyx 
reminds them, they say, of heads falling 
from the executioner’s gory sword. They 
will have none of it, but the single tsubaki 
they admire, they love it in garden hedges, 
and they can dispose it with charming effect 
in large rustic Hower baskets. It com- 


poses, as well as the single peony, which it 


resembles and surpasses in beauty. Its 
chief use with exporting florists has been 
as a stout stock un which to graft the double 
camellia, a strange travesty when it is a 
thimg of so much greater b ty itself. In 
all the old temple grounds there are fine 
teubaki trees trained and trimmed in formal 
shapes, and from now until spring time they 
will put forth new blossoms with each 
sunny day.

In the treaty between China and Japan, 
which covered much the same ground as 
that between the United States and China,

Roosevelt Favors when the members of 
Arbitration the arbitration con- 


gress called upon him 
with England. this morning to pre- 
sent the resolution 
adopted yesterday: recommending the nego- 
tiation of a treaty with’ Great Britain to 
‘submit to arbitration by the permanent court 
at The Hague, or by some other tribunal 
especially constituted for the case, all dif- 
ferences between Great Britain and the 
United States which they may fail to ad- 
just by diplomatic negotiations. The presi- 
dent heartily indorsed the movement. 

‘This proposal also will be brought up in 
the senate in the near future, and when an 
arbitration treaty is submitted to that body 
the convention will be givem favorable con- 
sideration according to the promise of Sen- 
ator Cullom, made this afternoon to the 
members of the arbitration congress who 
called to present a copy of the resolutions 
adopted by it yesterday. 

The distinguished body of men interested 
in the subject called at the White house this 
morning, and the resolutions were presented 
to President Roosevelt by Mr. Henry St. 
George Tucker, who made a brief speech 
calling the attention of the president to the 
movement in favor of international arbi- 
tration and also to the high standing of the 
men who are now advocating this proposi- 
tion. 

President Roosevelt, replying, declared he 
was heartily in accord with the arbitration 
‘congress in its efforts in this direction; that 
he would devote his most careful considera- | 
tion to the subject, and take all possible 
practical action in the direction of bring- | 
ing about a peaceful solution of all disputes 
between the United States and all other 
nations. After leaving the White house the 
members of the congress visited the state 
department and had a conference with Sec-. 
retary Hay, who is also in accord with the 
movement.

Dx-Secretary of State Foster also made a 
speech on the same line and expressed the 
hope that the day is not far distant when 
all international disputes will be settled by 
arbitration, and that in the near future it 
would not be necessary to resort to the sword 
and the taking of human life in order to 
settle disputes. 

Senator Cullom replied that he was greatly 
interested in the subject and that he bene ved 
the peeple of the country look forward to | 
the time when war would not be necessary 
to” settle differences of opinion which may 
arise between nations: He premised the 
members of the arbitration congress to give 
the matter his earnest consideration as soon 
ama treaty.

Makes Strong Claims. 

The Harrison and Hopkins camps have 
not hesitated to dertic the Hearst candi- 
dacy in general, and especially the move- 
ment for him in Illinois. But reports from 
crganizers and club officials were exhibited 
yesterday. 

These showed that in forty-seven counties, 
not including Cook, fifty-four “‘ William

House Takes Emphatic Way 
to Show Its Disapproval 
of the System. 


CALLED HARD NAMES. 


Senate Practically Sure to Re- 
store Appropriation and 
Make Others Agree. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.]— 
The house, in committee of the whole, today, 
vy a vote of 78 to 65, voted to strike from 
the appropriation. bill the provisions for sal- 
aries and expenses. of the civil service com- 
mission and its clerks. 

Before the action was taken the present 
| conduct of the civil service was condemned 
in unsparing terms by both republicans and 
democrats. 

The cutting out of the civil service appro- 
priation by the house does not cause any 
particular alarm, as it is done every year, to 
mark the disapproval by machine men of 
civil service methods. The appropriation al- 
ways has been restored in the senate and 
then agreed to by the house in conference.

Expenses Increased 30 Per Cent. 

Mr. Grosvenor further said: When this 
law went into effect the expenditures under 
the bill now pending here amounted to about 
twenty million dollars; today it amounts to 
thirty millions; and we are told that the 
reason for that is that 16 per cent of this 
amount—that is the estimate given to me yes- 
terday—is paid to men absolutely worthless 
to the public service, so that we have prac- 
tically a civil pension.

It meets you at the start, at 
the door, and stands out as a bold, bald vio- 
lation of the law, and the men who violated 
it, the man who encouraged it, the man who 
started it, and the man who asked it is a 
former first assistant postmaster general, 
Perry S. Heath, now secretary of the repub- 
lican national committee.”’ 

Mr. Hepburn declared that he was not in- 
clined to criticise the heads of the commis- 
sion, but the civil service as it is adminis- 
tered isa fraud anda humbug.”

CARMACK ATTACKS PRESIDENT. 


Senator in Panama Debate Declares 
t Has Been Too Strenu- 
ous in Affair. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.}—

sale in the senate today, and it was agreed 
that the opponents of the administration 
would be allowed to do some more 
tomorrow. 

The principal speakers today were Mr.

Mr. Carmack advocated the discussion of

ARBITRATION “GROUP” FORMED. 


Forty Members of ‘Congress Organize a 
Branch of International Peace As- 


sociation in Washington. 


„Washington. D. C., Jan. 18.—An American 
“group” to be affiliated with the Interpar- 
liamentary’Union for International Arbitra- 
tion was organized tonight at a meeting held 


in the lobby of the house of representatives. 


About forty members of the senate and house 
of representatives became members. 

Representative Bartholdt of Missouri was 
made chairman and Representative Roden- 
berg of Illinois temporary secretary. A com- 
mittee to draft a platform was authorised, 
and Mr. Bartholdt was instructed to intro- 
duce a resolution in the house Inviting the 
international union to hald its twelfth annual 
session in St. Louls next September. 

Thomas Barclay of London, formerly a 
member of the English parliament, was heard 
briefly. He explained that the British house 
of commons had formed a committee in- 
stead of a group and suggested the possi- 
bility of sounding the American congress 
and the British parliament on the project of 
a joint session of the parliamentary group 
just organized here and the committee 
of Great Britain to establish even more cor- 
dial relations between the two countries, 

Mr. Barthokit made the statement that 
President Roosevelt was in hearty favor of 
the organization of the group.“ 

Representative Hitt of Illinois, chairman 
of the committee on foreign affairs, predicted 
that the movement for peace would find en- 
thusiastic favor with the people of this coun- 
try. He believed, he said, that the house 
would agree to Mr. Bartholdt’s resolution 
when it had been explained. It meant relief

porting armies. Representative Hepburn of 
Iowa and others also indorsed the move- 


ment.

MARSHALL FIELD FOR PRESIDENT. 
A number ot newspapers and politicians 
are suggesting the name of Marshall Field 
as that of a suitable candidate for the demo- 
cratic nomination for the presidency. If 
Mr. Field should be nominated and elected 
there is no question that he would fill the 
office with dignity'and honor, Whether his 
administration would be in all respects 
brilliant and successful is an open question. 
Mr. Field, while he is probably the best 
representative of the commercial spirit in 
the United States today, and justly holds a 
place in the esteem and affection of his fel- 
low citizens second to that of no other man, 
is wholly without experience in public life. 
We believe that no man is qualified to dis- 
charge the onerchs and responsible duties 
of chief executive of a nation like ours with- 
out abundant experience in legislative or 
executive office. Looking back as far as 
the civil war, we can think of no president 
who had not had experience in the adminis- 
tration of civil office unless it was Gen. 
Grant. While his fame has endured and is 
growing it will not rest upon any success 
he achieved in the administration of the 
office of president but upon his exploits as 
a soldier. 
Consider the case of Mr. McKinley, for 
example, who had been many years a lead- 
ing representative in congress and then gov- 
ernor of Ohio twite. He was chosen presi- 
dent after having had about every kind of 


lative and executive. The same is true in 
a less degree of 
his career as a member of the lower house 
of the New York legislature and was suc- 
cessively civil service commissioner, police 
commissioner, assistant secretary of the 
navy, governor of New York, aud vice presi- 
dent. | 

It does not follow because a man has held 
one place that he should be promoted to an- 
other, but the chances are against the suc- 
cessful administration of a responsible pub- 
lie Office by an inexperienced man. The 
businéss man in politics is not always suc- 
cessful. Indeed, he is often bewildered by 
his mere lack of technical knowledge, his 
inability to get things done, his unfamiliar- 
ity with parliamentary forms and routine, 
and his simplicity in dealing with some of 
the problems presented to him, both per- 
sonal and political, so that his usefulness is 
sadly impaired, at least during the first few 
years of his public service. 

On the other hand, men who have never 
been in business and have made a life study 
of politics aave become eminent as execu- 
tive and legislative officers. Take the casé 
of such men as M 
or Mr, Allison in the United States. Neither 
of them was a business man at any time, 
yet they are two of the most conspicuous in- 
stances of success in public life that have 
been known in the two countries. 

Hardly a member of the present British 
government was known in early life as a 
business man. Mr. Chamberlain was, but 
he has been in public life so long that the 
fact that his fortune came from manufac- 
turing is generally lost sight of, and he has 
not been active in the management of his 
own business for at least a generation. If 
there is a purely business man in the cabinet 
of President Roosevelt we do not at this 
instant recall his name. Manifestly political 
public life is a trade to be studied like any 
other trade or pursuit. To be most suc- 
cessful in it a man should start early, apply 
himself diligently, and continue im the har- 
ness long. | Be |

ciate the manifest great abilities of Mr. 
Field as a merchant or his high standing in 
the community as a citizen and a man. The 
enthusiastic Chicagoan who said that Mr. 
Field, if nominated for the presidency,

launched, the stock consisting in what were 
known as founder shares.” The first lst 
of founders’ shares was made by him in 
1855. In many inetances the founder shares 
did not represent money advanced for the 
promotion, but assistance of another kind— |- 
that is to say, influence—and quite a number 
of Egyptian, French, and other dignitaries 
received these shares in lieu of baksheesh or 
‘bribes. Six years later De Lesseps required 
more money and more influence, and accord- 
‘ingly issued some more founders’ shares 
and issued a fresh list of founders. Unfor- 
tunately, in this second Met of 1861 he omitted 
to include the names of quite a number of 
people who had figured on the original list, 
and who had placed both him and his en- 
terprise under obligations either by advanc- 
ing money or else by giving him other kinds 
of support. 

The heirs of the people whose names figured 
on the Hast of founders of 1856 but not on 
that of 1861 have now instituted proceedings 
agalnst the company for the stock for which 
the persone whom they represent were set 
Gown in the list of 1883. Sults have been 
started against the company in the courts 
of Austria, of France, of Italy, at Berlin, 
and likewise in London. For old De Lesseps, 
who met with an immense amount of antag- 
onism in connection with the Suez canal 
in the early stages of the enterprise, was 
generous in distributing founders’ shares by 
way of removing this enmity. 

— 

Ot course, where it can be shown that the 
founders’ shares were merely promised by 
way of a bribe, it is doubtful whether the 
iaw will enforce the claim. But in instances 
where people actually advanced money in 
return for a written promise of founders’ 
shares the matter fs entirely different. 

Among the claimanta of this class are 
Prince Diemil Tussun Pasha, married to 
the younger of the khedive’s two sisters, 
and his brother, Prince Omar Tussun. They 
are the grandsons of Khereddine Pasha, who 
married one of the princesses of the reigp- 
ing house, and whose son, the late Prince 
Tussun Pasha, married one of Khedive Is- 
mail’s daughters. It seems that Khereddine | 
Pasha not only gave all his influence out 
Mkewise advanced a considerable amount 
ef money, receiving in return from De Les- . 
seps a written promise of 250 founders’ 
shares, for which stock he figures in the 
1855 list. His name was forgotten, either 
intentionally or involuntarily, on the 1861 
list, and his death about that time prevented 
him from taking any steps to have the mat- 
ter set right. These 250 founders’ shares 
today represent, according to the market 
value of the stock, a sum of no less than 
$50,000,000, | 

Now, the French courts have, from the low- 
est to the supreme tribunal of appeal, de- 
cidea@ that Khereddine Pasha's name figured 
on the list of 1855, which has been preserved, 
and which was submitted to them as part 
in the evidence, along with numerous letters 
of Ferdinand de Lesseps and official docu- 
ments in which this list is mentioned. The 
proceedings have now been transferred to 
Egypt, where they are engaging the attén- 
tion of the international tribunal, on which 
the United States is represented by several 
judges, and if, as is anticipated, the Egyp- 
tian courts give a judgment in favor of the 
two princes, the Suez Canal company will 
have no alternative but either to pay the 
claimants the market value of the stock in 
question, or else to furnish them with stock 
to that amount.

What is still more serious about the mat- 
ter is that, as stated above, there are a num- 
ber of other claimants who have just as 
strong a case against the Suez Canal com- 
pany as the two khedivial princes, Djemil 
and Omar Tussun, and in the event of the 
suit being, as every one expects, decided in 
favor of the princes, there is no doubt 
that the canal company will have to make 
good their demands. This it will be unable 
to do under present circumstances; and 
bankruptcy or the necessity of an entire 
reorganigation of the enterprise stares it 
in the face should the Egyptian courts deter- 
mine in favor of the princes. 
Nor is this all. As matters stand at pres- 
ent the English government by purchasing 
all the founders' shares of Khedive Ismail 
secured a controlling voice In the manage- 
ment of the canal. This would likely be 
impaired were other governments—say, for 
instance, Germany, France, Russia, or the 
United States—to acquire possession by pur- 
chase of the stock coming to the two 
Princes Tussun and their fellow claimants. 
The whole thing is a serious affair, and has 
been brought about by the almost incon- 
ceivable recklessness and lack of exactitude 
in business matters of old Ferdinand de 
Lesseps, the grand Francais,“ a charac- 
teristic which was in no small measure ac- 
countable for the Panama imbroglio. Ever 
since his death the Suez Canal company, 
taking pity on the virtually penniless con- 
dition in which he left his widow and young- 
er children, has been paying to ber and to 
them a handsome annuity, amounting to 
about $50,000 all told, in recognition of his 
services. Whether the company will be in 
a position to continue to do this if the courts 
decide against it in the Priaces Tussun case 
is doubtful in the extreme. 


The English government seems to have 
a good deal more confidence in the recently 
bankrupted Prince Victor Dhuleep Singh 
than in his father, the late ex-maharajah. 
For it is about to permit him .o go out 
to the far east—namely: to Singapore—for 
the purpose of having some tiger shooting, 
on the understanding that he does not set 
foot in India proper, and returns by Easter. 
It may be recalled that when his father,

some and liberal allowance, announced his 
intention of visiting Inia. presumably with 
the idea of making trouble in the Punjab, | 
of which, as a child, he was the ruler, he 
was stopped by the English government at 
Aden, and not allowed to proceed any far- 
ther.

His son, Prince Victor, is married to Lady

good deal of criticism. As he is exceeding- 
ly extravagant, they have been in financial 
difficulties from the start, although tho 
British government settled upon him 850, 
000 a year with an additional allowance 
of $10,000 a year settled on Lady Ann. Yet, 
im the bankruptcy court. he ascribed his 
monetary troubles to the parsimony of the 
English government towards him. He is 
a Christian in belief, ike ris mother, who 
was the daughter of a German missionary 
at Cairo, and of a Copt servant, whom he 
had married. Prince Victor's father, the 
late ex-maharajah, according to Sir Lepel 
Griffin and other recognized indian authori- 
ties, was not in reality the son of Runjeet 
Singh, the famous ruler of Punjab, but of 
one of his women and of a gardener groom, 
the English closing their eyes to the fal- 
lacy of the.claims put forward in his behalf 
to succeed’ Runjeet. Singh, as his son, by 
reason of the fact that it suited their pur- 
pose that the Punjab should be administered 
at that time by a regency, which his tender 
years permitted.

These microsc%o'c plants and many others 
are widely distributed in the air, and often 


find their way accidentally into different 


materials, wheres they grow and multipiy, 
causing fermenta‘'un. just as thistle seeds,

grow. At other times special forms of 
ferments in so-called pure cultures are

ro blown about in the ar 
until they lodge in umb favorable spot and 


fim the garden. Thus pure cultures of cer- 
. tain microscopic organisms are added to 


cream to improve the ‘flavor of butter and 
make it uniform in quality. 

This insures a special fermentation instead 
of the accidental fermentation which would 
ise occur. The term fermentation 
was first applied to the action of yeast plants 
on sugar with the formation of carbon 
dioxid and alcohol. ‘There is another class 
of chemical changes to which the term fer- 
mentation is applied. Such changes are 
produced by chemical substances called 
enzyms, which are not living organisms, but 
which are produced by living organisms. 
Ferments are therefore «divided into two 
classes, (1) the organized ferments. such 


‘as yeast, bacteria, etc, and (2) unorganized 


ferments, or enzyms. Human saliva con- 
tains an enzym called ptyalin. When mixed 
with food in the mouth it changes starch 
into a form of sugar, which is more easily 
digested than starch. In grain there exists 
an enzym called diatase, capable of pro- 
ducing a similar effect on starch. The pep- 
sin and trypsin of the digestive juices are 
also enzyms. . 
— 


It is a peculiar feature of ‘fermentation 
that the microscopic plants which cause it 
affect a much larger amount of the materia] 
on which they feed than goes to their own 
development. Thus yeast converts much 
‘more sugar into alcohol and carbon dioxid 
than it consumes in its own growth and 
reproduction. When the _ fermientation. 
ceases the yeast plant remains; in other 
words, the fermentation has heen produced 
‘witholt changing the nature of the agent 
producing it. In the same way the enxyms 
cause fermentation without being them- 
selves changed. 

Though so much has been learned in re- 
cent years concerning fermentation, there 
‘still remain many things to be explained. 
We know what changes take place and un- 
der what conditions, but just why they take 
place is not so clear. It is a remarkable 
fact concerning ferments that the sub- 
stance they produce in time put a stop to 
their activity. Thus the alcohol produced 
by the yeast in time is sufficient to hinder 
the growth of the yeast plant, and ultimate- 
ly to kill it. If, however, the products of this

Books Bring Art’s Decline. 
A decline in art, he said, may be traced to 
the fact that the people no longer depended 
upon the folk tale and the ballad. The 
printed books have taken their place. This, 
Mr. Yeats said, he believed was true all over 
the world, except in the west of Ireland, 
where the traditions are still retold. , 
It is in the Dublin theaters where we 
have ‘art for art’s sake, saii Mr. Yeats. 
“The actors’ pay almost is nothing. The 
admission fees are in proportion, but the 
audiences have come to appreciate our work. 
Our performers are taken from thetrades 
and business life. Our leading lady, a Miss 
Walker, is a saleswoman for a tobacccnist; 
our tragedian, Frank Fay, is a stenographer, 
One of our playwrights is the son ofa farmer 
and has written on peasant life.

Edwin Norton Transfers to Central 
Baptist Organization a $40,000 
Residence in Maywood.

Portland, Ore., Jan. rue proposition to 


packing houses in the stock centers of the 
country to compete with the ers’ com- 
bine and restore prices on live stock was 
indorsed by the national lve stock conven- 
tion today. By a unanimous vote the con- 
vention adopted a resolution favoring the 
incorporation of such a company and the 
establishment of the independent houses. 
The proposed capital stock is $5,000,000, Of 
this amount §250,000 in subscriptions has 
been promised. 


Organization Is Prosperous. 
Martin's report showed the a 
sociation to be in a prosperous condition and 
recorded the accomplishment of much work 
of benefit to the stock raisers. Active to- 
operation was urged. 

The burden of the report of each speaker 
was that while the conditions of the market 
and range are not as they would lke them, 
yet the live stock industry is in good condi- 
tion. Indications point to improvement in 
the future. The majority of states had 
grievances on account of the shortage of the 
range. The greatest grievance of the stock- 
men appeared to de against the railroads. 
These organizations, it is stated, had caused 
great suffering to the stockmen by their 
dilatory methods of handling stock trains. 
The consensus of opinion was that the in- 
terest of the live stock industry demanded 
the passage of a law requiring railroads to 
handle live stock in trainload lots and make 
not less than fifteen miles an hour, including 


stops. 
Favor Adjusting Rates. 

Resolutions were passed favoring adjuet- 
ment of shipping rates when unfair ones are 
put in force by the railroad co on 
stock shipments, and opposing repeal 
of the act placing a duty upon hides, and 
favoring passage of a bill calling for a dlaasi- 
fied census of live stock and of the anti- 
shoddy bill. A resolution was adopted and 
directed to the Traffic Managers association 
at Chicago asking that their dction in deny- 
ing transportation to stock shippers be re- 
scinded, else the stockmen would be forced 
to ship their stock as perishable freight. A 
resolution was adopted opposing the bill 
creating a national humane association on 
the ground that it would mean an unwar- 
ranted interference with stock shipping.

AND SEES TRADE IN ORIENT. 


Railroad President Predicts Prosperity 
for Farmer and Resents Charge That 


Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 13,—James J. 


was the principal speaker before the state 
agricultural convention today. 

He dwelt especially upon the necessity of 
seeking new markets in the orient to offset 
the loss which will certainly come from the 
adoption by England of the differential tariff 
proposed by Joseph Chamberlain for its 
colonies 

This he declared will create a surplus of 
from 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 bushels of wheat 
annually in the northwest on the average, 
unless new markets are opened. Manitoba, 
which twenty years ago did not raise a bushel 
of wheat, last year raised 35,000,000 bushels, 
and in ten years can raise enough to supply 
the English demand, which will be admitted 
at 12 cents per bushel lower than wheat from 
the United States. 

The prospect is encouraging. While ex- 
ports of flour and wheat to the orient have 
only begun the effect upon the market is 
already felt. Authorities say it hasincreased 
— price of wheat from 6 to seven cents a

He has been swindling by means 
of checks for the last fourteen months, ac- 
cording to the detective agency, which 
charges him with being the man who last 
June secured $125 from the Stratford and 
Great Northern, under the name of J. v. Car- 
son. The clerk of the Stratford later met 
Carson on the street and compelled him 
to return the money.

He will be tried at Kalamazoo, Mich., and 
is said to have confessed to over 100 crimes
